The parks, music and advertis- 
ing fund is attracting attention at 
present, with the maintenance of 
the Euclid avenue parkway, the 
San Antonio community park, D 
Street park, and the care of the 
trees on the parkings throughout 
the city, taking most of the ap- 
proximately $4300 in that fund. 

This fund is also expected to 
care for the maintenance of the 
advertising the city does, such 
as $500 to the chamber of com- 
merce and membership in a few 
municipal leagues and organiza- 
tions.

der, receive the money and dis- 
pose of it for the buildings. 

Should the bonds carry; an ef- 
;fort -to contest the legality of 
'the election proceedings looms, 
| but Officials are not concern2d 
over this report. Special atten- 
tion was given by the district at- 
torney’s office in preparing the 
election legals and Isaac Jones, 
Ontario attorney, and assembly- 
man, has studied them and can 
see no flaw in the proceedings. 

The building for the Upland 
junior high school would be for 
classes in “shop,” including the 
mechanical arts, and for a gym- 
nasium.

. |Water Conservation Program Is 
Started As Engineers Meet Here 


Some of the state’s best engin- 
eers will center their attention on 
the Cucamonga basin between now 
and September with the result that 
a@ program of water conservation 
will be adopted in an effort to 
check the declining water levels. 


* 
| Many Ideas Given | 


| on Water Storage | 








Many ideas were expressed 
and illustrations offered at the 
meeting of persons interested in 
water development at The Syca- 
mores Wednesday and interest- 
ing highlights are given here. 

In the district for 43 years, 
G. A. Hanson said that in 1892 
he had a well drilled 600 feet 
deep in the Chino basin, but did 
not get enough water to pump. 
Grove irrigation with water from 
the Cucamonga basin has help- 
ed the Chino basin. Small-dams 
and sinking basins will con- 
serve water, he said. 

If Euclid avenue was made & 
trench 60 feet deep from the 
Santa Fe to the Southern Pa- 
cific tracks, it would hold the 
water used by Ontario last 
year. “Dig it 20 feet deeper for 
the water used in Upland and 
make it a total depth of 260 feet 
for all the water used,” Austin 
Burt, Ontario city manager, said. 


Los Angeles city is not con- 
templating pumping water out 
of the Chino basin for its own 
use, Albert C. Reynolds, secre- 
tary of S. A. Water Co., has 
been assured. He also said that 
75 per cent of the water pump- 
ed from the Cucamonga basin is 
used on land over the Chino 
basin. 

Harold Conkling, state engin- 
eer, said that cost of reservoirs 
of any size was prohibitive. Res- 
ervoirs from 3500 acre feet to 
9200 acre feet would cost from 
$3,000,000 to $5,300,000. 

Taken from an airplane, a 
photograph showed clearly the 
route of the creeks and streams 
in the district and this picture 
will be placed permanently on 
the walls of the San Antonio 
Water company. Senator Swing 
was responsible for the view, 
which was the cente: of con- 
siderable attention at the meet- 
ing. 

E. D. Stafford, state hydraulic 
engineer, will have his head- 
quarters at Hotel Ontario while 
making a survey of the Cuca- 
monga basin. 

Whether conservation should 
be made by numerous small 
dams or by spreading grounds is 
the outstanding question and 
after the state survey, a pro- 
gram will be adopted and ex- 
ecuted through local, county and 
state aid.
